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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1. The amendment filed on 1 1/5/2003 has been entered and claims 1-3, 5 and 17-19 have 
been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 20-27 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art fails to 
disclose a device structure as recited in claims 20 and 24. Specifically, the references of record 
do not teach or fairly suggest an SOI device including a germanium layer directly disposed on an 
amorphous silicon with a dopant species, undoped amorphous silicon or undoped porous silicon 
directly disposed on a semiconductor substrate. For these reasons claims 20 and 24 are deemed 
to be allowable over prior art and claims 21-23 and 25-27 are allowable by dependancy.
